From Manila. 



The editor of the American Fan- 
cier has received a letter from Secy . 
Treas. Major Theodora Sternberg 
who is now station with the IS S. 
Army at Manila, from which he 
quote! some points of interest to 

poultry men, The Major writes: 

••I was ten days in the harbor of 
Honolulu and was frequently on 
shore. Of course I saw every 
chicken in sight. At Honolulu I 
saw Minorca*, l'ojish. Leghorns, 

and Light Brahma's evidently im- 
portations from the United States. 
These were sorry looking fowls, ev- 
idently degenerated, and the same 
can be said of the common domestic 
fowl. One thing caught my atten- 
tion in regard to Light Brahman, 
that is. their close hard feathering. 
So far as Honolulu is concerned 
chickens are at a low ebb. I have 
so far had little opportunity of 
studying the fowls in the Philip- 
pines, but hope to be able to do so. 
We can not go into the interior as 
yet. The insurgent lines are all 
round Manila close to the city, and 
we are Dot allowed to pass these 
lines. Manila is full ot fowls that 
seem to nourish. All are (lame 
fowls, the common fowls being of 
that race. They seem to be very 
hardy. These common fowls are of 
all colors and the cocks are hand- 
iome fellows, the hens being like 
the Pit Came hens of our own coun- 
in color and shape. I am told 
that the natives have splendid 
nil- of pit fowls, but as yet I 
e not been able to get definite 
knowledge on the subject, as 1 do 
not speak the language. I shall 
ve to wait until I meet some Game 
icier who can talk the lingo be- 
c I can find out the best strain. 
General Otis, commanding here has 
closed the cock-pita, so that Open- 
ir is closed also. Cock fighting 
the national sport. Still. I have 
en natives carrying in their arms 
magnificient cocks. ?nd have 
caught glimpses through the fence 
of noble looking birds picketed out 
in some yard. A friend of mine, 
who expects soon to make an ex- 
pedition through the interior of our 
government, premises to get me 
specimens of the wild and native 
jungle fowl*. By the way. this na- 
tive method of picketing cocks 
could be adopted often with good 
results at the home by our fanciers 
A string is fastened to one leg, a 
couple of yards of string is ample, 
and a small pin pushed in the 
ground holds the bird. By this 
method cocks have a chance to pick 
grass and get the air without the 
expense of a house and yard. A 
box or barrel will suffice for shelter 
at night. "
